On the other hand, the present application discloses a telecommunication 
apparatus for determining a technical address of a communication partner for a user 
and the predetermined selection strategy being based on a points key of combined 
criteria, the criteria being selected from the group consisting of call frequency between 
the user and each one of the plurality of possible communication partners in the 

-direetoryT-time-of-last-Gall-between-the-user-and-each one of-the plurality-of-possible 

communication partners in the directory , and possible communication partners from the 
directory whose at least one technical address or at least one identifier match at least 
part of the input provided by the user. These limitation, in conjunction with all limitation 
of independent claims, have not been disclosed or made obvious over the prior art of 
record.
